Bearish.. crop 
reports  as  to  wheat  in  Illinois  and  Mis¬ 
souri  were  also  a  factor  at  Washington 
regulating  grain  exchanges. 

Wheat  closed  unsteady,  Vic  to  lc  low¬ 
er  than  Saturday’s  finish,  com  ').ic  to 
lc  down,  oats  tic  to  lc  off,  nnd  pro¬ 
visions  unchanged  to  20  cents,  decline.

Chicago,  Feb.  23. — (/P)— Grain  prices 
here  averaged  higher  ear*/  today  help¬ 
’d  by  upturns  in  Liverpool  wheat  quota¬ 
tions  and  by  big  increases  of  the  Ital- 
ian.wheat  import  quota.  Deterioration 
of  India’s  wheat  crop  to  12 lie  per  cent 
below  normal  was  reported.  Opening 
at  Vue  off  to  %c  up,  Chicago  wheat  fu¬ 
tures  subsequently  rose  all  around.  Corn 
started  at  He  decline  to  %c  gain  and,j 
’ater  held  near  the  initial  limits. 

Advances  of  wheat  values  were  in  the 
face  of  setbacks  in  securities,  and  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  especially  due  to  30  to  60 
per  cent  widening  of  Italy’s  allowance 
of  imported  wheat  permitted  to  be 
.ground  by  Italian  millers.  Tills  was 
generally  taken  as  acknowledgement 
that  European  home  grown  supplies 
were  almost  exhausted,  and  as  indicat¬ 
ing  that  France  and  Germany  would 
follow  the  example  set  by  Italy.  Trade 
advices  were  also  current  that  world 
import  requirements  of  wheat  would  be 
at  least  100,000,000  bushels  more  than 
was  recently  estimated. 

It  was  contended  that  only  moderate 
quantities  of  wheat  were  now  left  in 
Argentina  and  Australia,  with  North 
America  the  sole  granary  in  sight  hav¬ 
ing  good  grade  wheat  available  on  a 
large  scale.  At  about  a  cent  a  bushel 
advance,  however,  wheat  encountered 
fairly  heavy  selling  from  commission 
houses.  Moderate  reactions  ensued,  not¬ 
withstanding  suggestions  of'  a  cold 
wave  and  despite  prospects  that  domes¬ 
tic  primary  receipts  of  wheat  south¬ 
west  would  fall  off  owing  to  freight  rate 
advances.  Corn  and  .oats  were  relatively 
weak,  influenced  by  sales  of  corn 
against  purchases  of.  wheat.
